REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sumner: 


In accordance with the requirements of the school law 
of Maine, I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools for the year ending February 
1, 1929. Allow me to express my appreciation for the 
co-operation of the School Board, teachers, and citizens, 
which has made this a successful and pleasant school year. 

The Doble school was closed this fall because of 
diminished enrollment. This reduced the number of. 
schools to six, but increased our conveyance teams by one. — 
Although conveyance bills consume considerable money, 
yet it should be borne in mind that it costs more to keep 
a school open. Relatively speaking, the cost is greater 
per, pupil where the attendance is small. Many of our 
conveyance routes are long and the roads poor most of the 
year. This makes it unpleasant at times for both pupils 
and drivers, but we are trying to give as good service as 
possible and give every boy and girl a chance for an edu-— 
eation. The distances children have to walk to school 
today are small compared with a few years ago. : 

Attendance has not been the best this year. There are 
reasons for this. In the first place, many were out because 
of small-pox vaccinations. This was a step in the right 
direction, however, and absences of this kind are excusable 
as are those due to colds, flu, mumps, measles, ete., which 
contributed to the necessary absences during the year. 
Another kind of absence is hardly excusable. This is from 
the transient families, so-called, who move in for the 
winter and often go away in the spring. In several in- : 
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stances, absences from such sources were unnecessary and 
the attendance average needlessly lowered. 

Instruction, as a whole, has been up to the usual 
standard and in some instances, there has been marked im- 
provement. Fifty per cent of our teachers are normal 
or college-trained, while the other fifty per cent have had 
Summer school training. Sixty-six per cent of the teach- 
ers have taught at least three years previous to this year. 
The advantage of hiring teachers well-trained is easily 
discernible if one will take pains to visit the class room. 
Although an experienced teacher may do very well, it is 
unfair to make comparisons between those of limited train- 
ing and experience and those who have been through normal 
or college. Again, there is a difference in years which 
gives the specially trained teacher an advantage. It is a 
tribute to the town that the schools are so well supplied 
with local teachers. 

The attitude of the teachers toward professional organ- 
izations is encouraging. Every. teacher joined the Maine 
Teacher’s Association without an exception while a higher 
per eent than usual joined the Oxford County Teacher’s 
Association and the National Education Association. 
These were joined voluntarily in spite of the expense in- 
volved because they realize that the modern teacher should 
be just as professional in her work as a doctor or lawyer 
is in his. Modern pedagogy requires that a teacher know 
something of the psychology of child life. Emphasis is 
placed today on individual differences in relation, to pupil 
activity. The day is gone when it is assumed that any- 
body ean teach without any preparation. 

Special emphasis has been placed this year on the 
better teaching of reading. The first teacher’s meeting 
in September was devoted entirely to this important 
fundamental. A demonstration was given, after which a 
general discussion followed. The result was a new interest 
on the part of the teachers which has been carried over 
into the class-room with most pleasing results. Better 
teaching has produced better reading. ‘‘Word’’ reading, 
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so-called, is gradually being replaced with proper phrasing 
and clearer enunciation. More reading books are needed, 
especially silent readers. These will be placed as rapidly 
as consistent. 

Pupil-progress in other subjects than reading has been 
eood with hardly an exception. The plan is that each 
pupil shall receive a well-rounded education in the com-_ 
mon branches by the time he reaches the end of his 
grammar school course... In. several instances entertain- 
ments have been given, sometimes publicly and sometimes 
just for the pupils. Such activities take time and 
patience but they afford good training to the pupil when 
properly directed. 

Civic responsibility is taught to the pupils by making 
them responsible for certain duties such as looking after 
the coat-room, caring for blackboards, keeping waste paper 
picked up and many other incidental duties which teach 
that life is largely what we make it. Often monitors are 
elected to assist in the passing of pupils at recess, noon, 
ete. Class-room procedure has changed wonderfully dur- 
ing the last few years. In some ways the pupils have more 
freedom, but this is for the best. How can we expect a 
child to become self-reliant and self-responsible if we 
teach him all the days of his grammar school course that 
the teacher is to do all his thinking for him? We want 
boys and girls to think out their conduct and under capable 
teacher-guidance become valuable links in the chain of 
society. 

National Education week was observed by practically 
every school. The results were encouraging, for the num- 
ber of visitors greatly increased during’ the fall term. 
Records show that about forty people visited our schools 
during this time, largely during Education Week. There 
should be more visiting of schools on the part of parents 
and friends. How do you know how ‘the school is going 
if you do not visit it? Surely, you do not rely on pupil- 
reports or common hearsay for your information regarding 
this valuable American institution—the public school. . 
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We invite you to visit the schools; ask yourself the ques- 
tion, “‘Is this the kind of school I want my child to 
‘attend?’ If you have suggestions give them to the School 
Board or Superintendent. Anyone can see the condition 
of a piece of road by riding over it, but too often one rides 
by the school house with no idea of the great changes that 
have come into public school administration and instruction 
during the last few years. The world moves rapidly and 
the younger generation is called upon to make rapid ad- 
Justments to meet the conditions of our complex modern 
life. Let us be considerate in our evaluation of the youth 
movement. 

The Sumner Hill and Redding schoolhouses were 
shingled this fall, but there are other repairs needed. It 
is only a short time before some repair work will have to 
be done on the chimney at the Sumner Hill school. A 
more urgent need in all our schools, is’ better heating 
' systems. The Town should plan to install at least one 
new system each year until each school is properly heated. 
The floor is in very poor condition at the Redding school 
house. Large cracks and holes allow the wind to blow 
in, and it is very unsanitary. The lighting is bad. Move 
windows should be put in. The following repair list is 
suggested :

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL 
MEETING 


To H. C. Thomas, a constable in the town of Sumner 
in the County of Oxford, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town 
of Sumner qualified by law to vote in town affairs to 
assemble at the Grange Hall at East Sumner on Monday, 
the Fourth day of March A. D. 1929, at Ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to act on the following articles to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said | 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will accept the report of 
the municipal officers for the year ending Feb. 10, 1929. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to elect more 
than one road commissioner, and if so, how many. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to eall for bids, 
for collecting the taxes for the ensuing year, before elect- 
ing a collector of taxes. 


Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. i 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay for breaking snow for the winter of 1929-30. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will grant and raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for the support of 
schools, support of the poor, repairs of schoolhouses, pur- 
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chase of school books, and tuition of high school pupils, 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town charges for the year ensuing. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote yes, or no, on the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to State Aid as provided in See. 19 of 
Chapter 25 of the Public Laws of 1916. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will appropriate and raise 
the sum of $533.00, for the improvement of the section of 
State Aid road as outlined in the report of the State 
Highway Commission, in addition to the amount regularly 
raised for roads and bridges, this amount being the maxi. 
mum sum which the town is allowed to raise under the

Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
offer of R. L. Barrett to fix the road from L. H. Bisbee’s 
to EK. S. Barrett’s turn. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to gravel the 
road from F. M. Chandler’s to M. F. Ford’s turn, and 
raise money for same. 


Art. 17.. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
to grade the Bridge Hill on J. W. Andrews road, and if 
so, what amount.
